variety of alarming mmors and a morn- 
ing movement by a body of miners 
which looked formidable, yesterday 
pasHed ofT wit boat Berioas distorbance 
in the strike region. Matters atill wear 
mob an nncerUin aapect, howerer, that 
Qmrnni OoUa dMlacM thai tiM ramet* 
al of the troops or of §mj portion of 
them, haa not been contemplated. The 
strike itself is spreading with great 
rapidity. Exact eetimatcs of the num- 
ber of men who have quit work are 
hard to obtain, bnt'oonBervatlTe flgorea 
p)a0»-ii at close to 10,000. with iadioa- 
ttoaa that in a ehort time erery ooUieirj 
of tmportanoe in the Ngion wiU be idle. 

Altnongh eome diapoaitioa haa been 
shown by small bodies of striken in the 
oatlTing districts to make demonstra- 
tions, they have been of a rather feeble 
character and the freat mKfoiltj of the 
men are docile. These mines are now 
idle : Ckae Btothevs Ar Oempany, Bok- 
ler , BeaTer Meadow and Oneida, about 
il.OOO men; LeUgh and Wilkesbarre 
Coal company's Honey Brook and And- 
enreid mines, abont 3,600 ; Frank Par- 
dee's Oranbeny and Crystal Ridge, 
1.100; Lehigh valley Coal company's 
Hajsle mine, Yorktown, JeansTille and 
Andenreid, 8,000; Oalvin Pardee & 
Company's Lattimer and Hmrood, 
8,000. 

The men at Coze's Stockton mine 
hare expressed their intention of Join- 
ing the strike. 

The collieriee still working are the 
Derringer, Tom Hicken and Smpton, of 
the Coxe company ; Weston, Dodson & 
Company's Beaverbrook mine, and J. 
S. Wentz' Silverbrook mine. 

The first city troop of Philadelphia, 
which was dispatched at an early hoar 
yesterday morning to the scene of the 
reported outbreak at Sokln', found 
nothing for it to do when it reached 
that place abont 1 o'clock in the after- 
noon. Several hundred miners from 
Buck Moantoin had marched on the 
Eckley mines and brought out the men 
there. A few of the men who showed 
a disposition to continne work were 
roughty handled, and the mine saperin- 
tenaent, fearing trouble, wired to Oen- 
eral Gobin for troops. He also sent 
word to Driftpn and 70 deputies from 
that place and' Roan Junction, nearby, 
were sent over. They kept themselves 
under cover at Eckley, however, await- 
ing developments. Nothing further 
happened. The men at Eckley joined 
the ranks of the strikers. Me;iu\vhiIo 
the cavalry troops w^ere sent by (Teneral 
Gobin and had a wearisome march over 
the mountains, only to And eroiTthing 
at Eckley peaceful. 

The day h.ul scarcely open 'd before 
another annoying story came to brigade 
headquarters by telephone. It was to 
the effect that a gang of nii iers from 
Driftou. had marclied on colliery No. 6 
at Jed(lo, with the expressed intention 
of briii^'iiig the men out. Up m reach- 
ing the colliery. John Markl-i, the su- 
perintendent, met them, and after a 
conference with a committe r of the 
miners, succeeded in turniiiK them otT 
without trouble. This was the oulv in- 
cident of the day which partookof the 
nature of a demraistration. 

At Lattimer ye>tenlay afternoon a 
largely attended and decisive meeting 
of strikers was held to reccivi' the an- 
swer of tlie company to their (h'lnands. 
With a large body of strikerH ^rathered 
in the open space before tlie company's 
Store, Superintendent Ulake appeared 
at the door and gave them their answer. 
It was short and to the point, and met 
with action equally as decisive. The 
demands had MMk flmialatel as fol- 
lows : , 

"We desire and wish the privilege of 
buying our provisions where we think 
proper, instead of being forced to buy 
at the company's stores ; we want a 20- 
per cent advance on all classes of labor ; 
we demand the dismissal of all parties 
who took part on last Friday, Sept. 10, 
In the shooting aAray ; we demand that 
all classes of labor be paid the same for 
rock-work as for coal on idle dars ; we 
demand that no man shall be discharged 
for acting on this committee." 

The company's answer to this was, 
first, that tne men are not, and never 
have been (ibllged to buy exclusively at 
the ooupany store ; second, thut the ad- 
Tsnoo would hot be granted because the 
company was paying the average rate 
of the region ; third, the company ab- 
solutely refused, without a.mgning 
any reason, to discharge anybodv who 
participated in the snooting; fourth, 
that men suspended on idle days have 
the pritilege of taking some other per- 
son's'plaee, thus making good tho dif - 
ferenoe m rate between rook and coal 
Voxk, and fifth, that no man shall be 
disoharged for acting on the grievance 
committee. 

Superintendent Blake made a short 
spoe^ to the men, urging thmi to re- 
turn to work and arguing that they 
. could gain nothing by remaining idle. 

"What do you say?" htooBWliied. 
"Wm you come back?" 

There was a moment's bun and then 
a chorus of "no" went up. The super- 
intendent attempted no further i««^ua- 
sion and the men dispersed. ^ 

There were no additional deaths.

Jodga Cox of th« Dl«trl«t Sapreme Coart 
I Raadan an Important Uaclilon. 

Washinotom, Sept. 15.— Judge Cox of 
the supreme court of the Pistriet of Co- 
lumbia yesterday dismissed the bill of 
complaint of John Q. Wood, soperin- 
tendent of malls at Louisville, praying 
that Postmaster General Gary and As- 
sistant Postmaster General Heath be 
enjoined from removing him from 
office. The case has been considered in 
the nature of a test of the power of re- 
moval, and the delivery of tiie opinion 
drew to the courtroom many'pubho of- 
lioials, inch iding members <xt the civil 
lervioo onnmisnon. 

Judge Ook's decision was an eUborate 
review of the law bearing on removal 
of federal employes. He held at the out- 
set that it was not within the power of 
a court of eqmty to grant relief in mat- 
ters of appointment and removal from 
office. Then, taking up the merits of 
the case, stated thM it was settled law 
that the power of removal wa.^ an inci- 
dent to tne power of appointment, and 
tbat both could be ezscnised bj the head 
of a department in reference to sub- 
orilinate officials. 

Concerning the civil service law. 
Judge Cox held that it must not be con- 
strued to grant authority, either to the 
civil service commission or to the prosi- 
ident, to make rules contrary to the law 
itself, or of a legislative chuacter. He 
quoted with approval the decision of 
Justice Brewer that congress could not 
delegate its power to any administrative 
body. 

This decision will have a most far- 
reaching effect, and it was one of the 
matters discussed at the cabinet meet- 
ing yesterday. Bevond doubt, it will 
require the promulgation of new rules 
and the opinion of lawyers and prom- 
inent officials is that it will necessitate 
a statement from the attorney general 
in regard to the prerogatives of cabinet 
officers as to removals and transfers. It 
was stated after the cabinet meeting 
that Attorney General McKenna was 
instructed to prepare such a statement 
and that before the president leaves 
town again there will be an important 
document issaod ia regard to tne civil 
service. 

EXTENT O F THE HUWWICANg. 
Dainaga Not So Great at Port .\rthur aod 
8ablne Paaa a* First Kaportad. 

Galyehton, Sept. 16. — Later and 
more accurate reports show that the 
damage done by UM hnrrioane at Port 
Arthur and Sabine Pass were greatly 
exaggerated. At Sabine Pass the fol- 
lowing are reported a.s drowned ; Cap- 
tain Green B. Moore, Captain L. L. 
Bettis, Captain George Wolford and 
Engineer William Ratcliff. These men 
were all on vessels which were sunk, 
and up to this time have not been ac- 
counted for and are beUerod to have 
been drowned. 

Port Arthur suffered tho brunt of 
the blast and half of the town is esti- 
mated to have been destroyed or badly 
injured. The wind came up about 4 
o'clock and rapidly increased in veloc- 
ity, blowing from tho south and grad- 
ually working into tho east. A large 
number of people sought shelter from 
tho storm in the roundhouse of the rail- 
road and several were severely injured 
and two killed. Under a restaurant, a 
small frame structure, three more bod- 
ies were found. 

Along the Gulf and Interstate rail- 
way several people were injtired, but 
none were killed. At Winnie George 
Barber was badly cut about the knees' 
and wrist ; Maud Williams had her feet 
and huds injured ; Mrs. Barber's limbs 
were severelyinjured, and people ia the 
vicinity of Winnie wera gmeially in- 
jured, but none killed. 

The damage to the country to build- 
ings and crops is severe. The losses to 
the farmers in Jefferson county alone 
will approkimate flfiO.OOO, which they 
would hare had in hand within 80 days 
had the storm been delayed that long, 
but now the orope are completely ru- 
ined.

PiTT.sBURy, Sept. 15 — .\ lar^'e num- 
ber of mines in the district started yes- 
terday and a still larger number this 
morning. At least 6,900 of the rail 
miners are at work and quite a number 
of river diggers will soon resume. 

President Patrick Dolan yesterday 
met the men of the Wheeling division 
at Finleyville. He did not commit him- 
self to the men as he had done to the 
operators, as to the 10-day clause, but 
as a result they unanimotuly agreed to 
start to work at once. 

The Pittsburg and Chicago Gas Coal 
company, which owns the mines at 
Gastonville, Snowden and the first pool, 
has had men at work below the rate. 
They have been told that they will now 
get the same rate as p.aid in the other 
mines of the division and will also start 
work at once. This makes uniformity 
all along the Wheeling division. Every- 
thing is in an uproar there. The oper- 
ators are telegraphing for cars, and they 
want men— all the men they can got at 
6.5 cents. J. K. Boyle of the Hacket 
m'ne says that his mine is workiuK full. 
The Keeling Coal company's mine at 
Licks Run was working; yesterday, and 
six car:^ of coal were taken out. 

RIOT ON THE YOUQHIOQHENY RIVER. 
Oaa Machlnn :«Ilni-r I'rultably Fatally 
Stuue<l l*y the .Striker*. 

PiTT.«BUK(i, Sept. 15. — The Darr mine, 
on the Youghiogheny river, operated 
by Osborne & Saeger of Cleveland, wc s 
the scene of a riot yesterday which will 
probably result in the death of at least 
one man. The machine miners started 
to work on Monday, and yesterday a 
mob of diggers who were ojjposed to 
the men working, gathered at the pit 
to give ^e woAen a hot reception 
when they came out of the mine. 

As the miners began coming out they 
were stoned back into the pit, and sev- 
ertU shots were fired into the pit mouth 
after the retreating men. One man, 
whose name can not be learned, more 
daring than the rest, Tentured into the 
open and was stoned ttnmerolfnlly. He 
will probably dia from the affeota of the 
abuse. 

OHIO MINERS. 

■ease Have Itetarned to Work, ICDOrlas 
the Ten Dsja Clauea. 

Cleveland, Sept. 15.— The coal min- 
ers in the Massillon district held a dele- 
gate massmeeting yesterday and decid- 
ed to accept the new rate for mining at 

the expiration of the 10 days' limit. 

Parts of the compromise agreement 
were rejected, however, and a commit- 
tee was appointed to confer with the 
operators. If the demands of the men 
or J not granted in 10 days the strike 
will be continued. 

Four hundred men at the Goshen 
mines returned to work yesterday, ig- 
noring the lu davR' clause, and 4tK) 
others resumed this morning at the 
Midvale mines. 

All the mines in the Silver Creek and 
Clinton districts, near Akron, resumed 
operations yesterday.

Sharon, Pa., Sept. 15.— Tho miners 
of this county have signified their in- 
tention of staying out on a strike. They 
claim that they will now hold otat for 
the 09- cent rate and 43 cants for the run 
of the mine. It was thought that there 
would be no difficulty about starting 
the mines. The Mercer county miners 
did net strike for an increase in wages, 
but merely through sympathy for the 
miners of the lower regions.

Savarnl Suapleiona Caaea. 

New Orleans, Sept. 15.— There was 

reported to the board of health for inves- 
tigation yesterday 'JO cases of fever which 
physicians considered suspicions. Of 
these, 18 cases were found suffering with 
a harmless fever, five cases were regard- 
ed as suspicious but aeoessary to be 
further investigated before a definite 
report could be made on them ; there 
were no repoits as to four cases and four 
cases were pronounced genuine yellow 
fever, thouirh onf of the latter wa.s 
clas.sed a-^ of mild type. 

The most serious of the four yellow 
fever cases is located in the neighbor- 
hood of the French market. The local- 
ity is far from a cleanly one, is popu- 
lated by a poorer class of people, many 
of whom are foreigners and miirht b« 
coiisider>'d dangerous ground. For that 
reason especial jiains were taken by tho 
board of health to quarantine the in- 
fected h,)U8e«. Utticers from the iiolico 
fon-e were detailed to take clmrge of 
the ni'lglil orhood, a re-tauraiit. a 
bakery and a shop next door thu pnitii- 
i.-es in wliicli the sicknets was found, 
were closed up and a large quantity of 
disinfectant was sent to the scene to be 
used. 

of (-ourse, tlio report of new cases 
daily is in atiiig alarm in sr)ine fiiiar- 
ters, but thus far the diseasft has shown 
but little malitriiancy, as witness tlv- 
record of one death out of H casen. and 
none of the practicing physicians are 
yet on record as expressing a fear of an 
epidemic. 

The same rigid attention i» bein;; 
given to the suspicious cases as obtains 
in the treatment of those which are de- 
clared to be yellow fever, (iuardsare 
stationen about the premises, the streets 
are kept clear, pedestrians are warned 
and liberal u^^e is made of disinfectants, 
for the authorities have come to realize 
that the situation, while not alarming, 
is certainly serious, and that, only 
watchfulness and vigilance will master 
the Bcoorge. 

One of the features developed during 
the day is that people of ipaturer ago 
have been attacked. Heretofore the 
disease has been confined principally to 
children of tender age. and boys and 
girls not yet grown to manhood and 
womenhood. Two of the late cases 
show that older people have been at- 
tacked. 

Yesterday afternoon a new case of 
fever was reported at Barclay. Out of 
a population of J."! only three persons in 
Barclay have not had the sickness and 
the iierceutage of deaths has been what 
is usual in yellow fever epidemics. 
There were several new cases reported 
yesterday at Ocean Springs and of the 
number of ill at Bilo.\i ir, were reported 
as suffenng with yellow fever. At 
Ccean Spring, Dr. Wasdin of the ma- 
rine hospital staff, is receiving the best 
of attention and it is hoped he will pull 
through in a few days. 

Surgeons Carter and Dunn left Ocean 
Springs for Poscagoula yesterday. A 
cose of yellow fever exists at that point. 

A number of immunes at Ocean 
Springs are to be sent to Cincinnati in a 
special car. Surgeon White has been 
at the detention camp for the past two 
days superintending its construction. 
As soon as it is readv a large number 
of pecqde will be taken awov from 
Biloxi and Ocean Borings, and yellow 
fever thus deprived of fresh material to 
feed upon. 

EXCELLE NT FRU IT CROP. 

Paaebes Ara of Fine Qualitjr and Orapaa

ScoTTSBi'RtJ, Ind., Sept. l.'i.— The crop 
of late peaches has turnetl out much 
better than was expected in this section 
of Indiana. While the yiela is not so 
large, the quality is parfeot, and finer 
peaches were never placed on tho mar- 
ket. The chngs, which are UuTfe, 
sweet and juicy, command the better 
prices, and sell readily at tl. J5 a bush^'l 

There is an enormous grape crop of 
excellent quahty. The grapes are so 
plentiful and cheap as hardly to pay for 
the picking, selling for a cent a pound. 
Large quantities will be converted into 
wine. Shipments of all fruits are light. 

A Mammoth Maetodon. 

Waterloo, Ind., Sept. 16.— Tho 
skeleton of a mammoth mastodon was 
unearthed yesterday afternoon on the 
farm belonging to Nicholas Spindler. 
Some of the bones were brought to this 
city and placed on exhibition. One 
tusk, which was broken in two, would 
measure when whole IS feet long. 
From the size of the bones already found 
it is estimated that the animal stood 18 
feet high and over.

FaANKFORT, Ky., Sept 13.— Governor 
Bradley is not mincing things in hi 
efforts to tiiul out llie true condition of 
the Frankfurt penitentiary and the situa- 
tion between Contractor Martin and the 
Stat«> of Kentucky.

Washixotow, C. C, Sept 13.— The fol- 
lowing relating to the wheat situation is 
an extract from the complete monthly 
report of Mr. John Hyde, the Statistician 
of the Agricttltoral Department, juat 
issued: 

High prices for wheat have for several 
weeks past been bringing out supplies 
quite freely, and increased auppliea baVe 

in turn reacted upon prices, causing some 
decline from the highest figures of Au- 
gust The general tenor of the informa- 
tion gleaned from all available sources is 
not, however, of a character to warrant 
the expectation or the fear, according as 
the matter is regarded, from the con- 
sumers' or the producers' point of view, 
of any material cheapening of wheat 
until another crop is in sight, with a 
prospect of ampler stocks. 

With an annual average European 
product of over 1,428,000,000 bushele 
during the tlx yean from 1891 to 1896 
inclusive, we exported an average of 
106,373,872 bushels a year. This year 
the European crop, according to Broom- 
hal Corn Trade News, will, in round 
numbers, amount to 1,329,000,000 Win- 
chester bushels, or 09,000|000 boahels 
less than the average of the six years in 
question. If we make the comparison 
with the figures given by Beerl)Ohm for 
1897 the deficiency in the European crop 
ia still greater, tlie figures, in millions of 
bushels, being: Average for 1S01-1S!HJ, 
1 ,428 ; crop of 1897, 1,315 ; difference, 113. 

That is, according to Beerbohm'a esti- 
mate of this year's crop, there is a defi- 
ciency of 113,000,000 bushels in European 
countries as compared with their average 
product for the six years iS'.tl-lSDCi— an 
average which includes the exceptionally 
amall crop of 1891. To make ap the de- 
ficiency little help is to be expected from 
India, Argentine or Australia, for months 
to come, and in so far as Europe will 
have to import a larger quantity than 
usual, she will hav^ to draw it mainly 
from North America, and especially from 
the United States, the Canadian con- 
tribution being relatively small. OflScial 
returns for Ontario and Manitoba give 
for these two provinces an aggregate of 
ol,042,2S3buhels. If the Argentine crop 
shall escape the ravages of locusts it 
seems likely to turn out unusually well, 
and from January, 1808, when the bulk 
of the harvest will begot in in Argentine, 
that country may have more or less 
wheat to export, as the latest mail ad* 
vices represent the crop as being in fine 
condition and the weather highly favor- 
able. There are, however, many chances 
of serious damage during the next three 
or four months. The latest accounts 
from Australia indicate that the drought 
from which that country has sufifered for 
the last two or three seasons has been 
broken, and that the wheat crop is giving 
good promise throughout, most of the 
Australian colonies ; but the area was 
narrowed by drought at seeding time, 
and, as stocks must be low, it is not likely 
that even, with a full yield, the crop 
will be a large one and much be spared 
for export. The present high prices 
would ordinarily tend to encourage the 
sowing of an increased breadth in India, 
shonld the weather be favorable and any 
inclination on the part of the poorer cul- 
tivators. To take advantage of aucb 
favorable oonditione, will probably be in 
a great measure thwarted by the impov- 
erished condition in which they have 
been left by the famine in the greater 
part of the wheat-growing districts. 

But leaving out of view the fact that 
the burden of supply for Europe will fall 
more largely than usual upon the United 
States, it is evident that there would, in 
any case, be a demand for a larger sur- 
plus than ia to be expected out of this 
year'a crop. If to our average annual 
export for the six years 1892-ls'.»7, we 
add a European shortage of 99,000,000 
bushels figured out by Broomhall, we 

get a total of i!(15,r!7,';,872 bushels, and in 
80 far we fall short of supplying that 
quantity Europe, ai compared with an 
average year, must suffer a scarcity in 
her bread supply, except in so far as she 
can avert it by drawing on the etocks 
that may remain out of previous crops. 
The world's reserves have, however, been 
reduced in consequence of the short! 
wheat crop of last year and a deficiency j 
in some of the other important food , 
crops will not tend to relieve tilt 
of the wheat market .
